The pH of the above compositions was determined using an Orion Model 811 
micro-processor pH/meter using the standard instructions for use. 

The total titrateable acidity (T.T.A.) of the compositions above was determined 
as follows: five grams of the sample composition was mixed with 45 ml. of deionized 
water. Subsequently, a 0.1N solution of sodium hydroxide was added drop-wise into 
the sample/water mixture until a pH of 8.1 was reached. The amount (in ml.) of 
sodium hydroxide required to raise the sample to 8.1 was reported as the total 
titrateable acidity. 

Protein was determined using a Buchi Kjeldahl nitrogen analyzer; 

Total solids were determined by use of the CEM Lab Wave 9000 analyzer using 
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the standard protocol for operating such analyzer. 

Samples of imitation cheese sauce products, having the following composition, 
were publicly offered by one of the inventors in the application to potential customers 



between approximately January of 1999 to July of 1999.
